lan guage. 
To a ttem p t to re prod uce 
bis id eas in other g arb so d isfigures 
as aim ed to obliterate th e ir id en tity. 
in his in trod uction he s[s)ke of the 
man y false con ception sofShakapearean 
in t rpretation , an d how these ten d to 
becloud the min d of the thoughtful 
stud en t. 
S h aksp eare may Is*, read with profit 
by all; hut th e superficial read er can 
d raw out but little of the rich wealth 
that lies ben eath th e surface. More than 
an y o th er secular w riter d oes be pre­ 
sen t, a min e of in exhaustible m en tal 
wealth. 
T h e speaker tho ug h t t h a t tie 
secret of th e charm ofH hakspeare’H wiit 
in gs was un d erstood by some, b ut n ot 
by man y in 
his own d ay. 
W hy d o 
H hakspeare’s d ram as charm an d hold 
man as n o other writin gs (save the 
sacred Iwx>ks) have ever d on e. 
For an 
explan ation of this th e speaker refer­ 
red his read ers to R. G ra n t W h ite ’s 
paper on S h aksp eare in th e A tlan tic of 
September, 1884, extracts from which 
he read . 
S h a ksp e a re ’s comed ies arc 
more than comed ies—thcv 
are com 
m en taries on all th e action s of human 
life. 
L ite ra tura ture is of little vahu 
except as a revelation of man to him 
self 
in th is S haksp eare stan d s su 
preitu*. 
W h a t was the secret of his power to 
prod uce such writin gs? 
It was d oubt 
Ii.hs a ttrib uta b le to what we may call 
an in tuitive kn owled ge of hum an lift 
to a clear m en tal vision of the motives 
an d actuatin g sprin gs of hum an ehai 
octur. 
To Illustrate: 
If the hum an 
race was by 
n a ture physically pur 
blin d , so th a t objects were 
barely 
an d very d im ly d lscern ablo; arid th en 
was o n e man with vision such as w« 
we n ow possess; could he 
n ot d iscrlbe 
to his fellows the thin gs which h e saw 
clearly an d they as more shad ows 
th e physical realm -could ho n ot d o- 
crlbe these in a way 
to c h arm an d 
fascin ate his hearers. 
Khakespeai 
was this m an stan d in g in the realm of 
min d . 
N ext to Him who “ kn owelh 
what is in man , S h a ksp e a re stood In 
his clear in tuitive in sight in to man 
| life arid ch aracter. 
Before him as b< 
fori» n o o th e r man , lay exposed hum an 
life an d c h a ra c te r in all Its phase* 
T h e lead in g id ea in each of iiisd ram as 
therefore, is the 
stud y of c h ara cte r 
ra th e r th an the d evelopm en t of plot or 
story. T h e d ifferen t types of c h ara cte r 
lev eloped by w ealth were touched up 
on , in illustration , by the speaker, an d 
all those a re most vivid ly 
|» ortray 
in 
th e "M e rc h a n t of V en ice." 
So 
luMuun passion un restrain ed is th e key 
n ote of "K in g Lour." 
Those thin gs 
S h akesp eare 
most clearly sees an d 
throw s a d ra m a roun d them . 
T he aim of legitim ate in terpretation 
therefore, it to fin d the lead in g id ea to 
he 
foun d in each of Shakspeuro 
d ram as 
to got H hakspoare's |» oin t of 
view. 
In d oin g this, while we m ay n ot 
set» all th a t lie saw, we may somethin 
see what S haksp eare himself d id n ot 
suspect; for his c h ara cte rs are n ot pup 
pets, but livin g, b reathin g, Blin kin g 
feelin g men an d women , an d th ey are 
n ever tn con sistan t with themselves. 
As to th e method of in terpretation 
th e speaker urged the stud en t to read 
on ce or twice the d ram a selected , with 
out n otes or aid s, an d , if possible 
tim e at on e sittin g. 
Then go over it 
again w ith th ea id of the ed ito r’s n otes 
Next, take it up an d read carefully 
by acts, w ritin g out in n a rra tive form 
th e substan ce of each act, with such 
com m en ts as n aturally suggest them 
selves. 
A fter this stud y on e or two of 
th e best commen tators. 


In illustration , the speaker took the 
d ra m a of Julius t'.esar, which was n ot 
w ritten in con formity with the rules 
laid d own by the critic* 
S o much the 
worse 
for 
the 
critics. 
T he 
first 
scen e 
carries a d ign ity 
which 
is 
sustain ed 
throughout 
the 
play. 
The speaker here gave a graphic 
story of th e play, with an an alysis of 
the c h ara cte rs of Brutus, Cassius, An 
ton iiiB utul other*. 
These characters 
In the play are n ot revealed by w hat is 
said of them , but by w hat they them 
selves say. 
Brutus' soliloquy in the 
secon d act recalls th a t of M acbeth; hut 
in his case it wfas th at of a man steel­ 
in g himself to commit a 
con scious 
crim e a t the behest of selfish am bi­ 
tion ; in th e case of Brutus it w as a man 
n ervin g himself to a d eed a g ain st his 
n ature, b ut which in th e in terest of 
th e people he believed to bo n ecessary, 
lu 
A n ton y's 
ad d ress 
to the Homan 
citizen s, over the bod y of (’¡esar, are 
passages n o fin er to be foun d in all the 
re ilm of lite rature; so, too, in his « <„ti- 
m ate of Brutus with which the d ram a 
wos. 
T h e play is a stud y of th e c h a r- 
a ter of B rutus. 
M an ’s life is actuated 
oy con sid eration s o p cratin g in th e realm 
of self, his family, th e state, an d God . 
T uure are times when con tid eralion s 
operatin g in on e of these realm s m m t 
tie subord in ate to the con sid eration s 
operatin g in an other, an d the trouble 
with B rutus was th a t ho could n ot rec­ 
on cile in his own min d these con flictin g 
con sid eration s. 
Brutus 
represen ts* 
moral prin ciple. 
But he seeks to serve 
the state aud yet m ain tain his person al 
m oral impulses. 
For the good of the 
state he d oeeraed the d e ath of Ciesar 
n eeossary. an d yet he 
shran k 
from 
an d failed to take th e steps which 
the d eed n ecessarily in volved , 
lie was 
morally g re at but in tellectually un ­ 
clear, an d to this f a d is attrib utab le 
his a p p aren t failure. 
T h e speaker 
quoted passages throughout the d ram a, 
all ten d in g to show these con flictin g 
elemen ts in a most n oble character, 
an d which wen t to prove th a t An ton y 
wa- rig h t when he said . 


“ T his w as th e noblest Roman of tin m all.
